Washington, Aug. 17.—Another ef- 
! fort to bring about consolidation in 
the eastern territory by common con­ 
sent will be made by the New York 
Central, 
Baltimore 
and Ohio and 
Nickel Plate interests in about six 
weeks, it was learned in authoritative 
sources here. 
About the same time, it became 
known, the Interstate Commerce' Com­ 
mission will begin hearings 
in St. 
Paul upon the petition of the Great 
Northern and Northern Pacific rail­ 
roads, commonly known as the Hill 
lines, to carry out the most important 
merger plan which has yet been pro­ 
posed in the western country. 
Further Legislation Opposed 
There is authority for the state­ 
ment that the railroads themselves, 
both East and West, are opposed to 
any further legi>lation by Congress 
either to promote voluntary consolida­ 
tion of roads or to make such con­ 
solidation compulsory. 
Railway executives, it can be stated, 
are satisfied with legislation now on 
the statute books.
